The Union said it learned that the 
CIA lost Interest in Nassar after he 
left his security directorship in 
Mexico, and the agency said it is not 
responsible for delaying his prosec¬ 
ution. 

The paper said U.S. Ambassador 
John Gavin has attended top-level 
meetings in Mexico City and Wash¬ 
ington to discuss possible prosecu¬ 
tion of Nassar, whose whereabouts 
are unknown. - 

After a 10-month investigation 
by the FBI and the California High¬ 
way Patrol, a federal grand Jury 
here returned 28 sealed indictments 
last year in the stolen-car ring case.
